But the 
fur would some time be exterminated, what 
then? The soil. As one so long and deeply 
interested in Manitoba he must claim for 
the soil there that it was unexcelled in the 
world. But from what he had seen of the 
soil here and its products it was evident 
that Edmonton soil was not far behind it, if 
not fully equal in fertility. Such productive 
soil must sometime induce and support a 
large agricultural population in the district. 
But what other assets are there? The 
capability for the profitable production of 
stock,the great petroleum beds to the north, 
the gold of the Saskatchewan, and to his 
mind we were only at the beginning of our 
gold mining. Some day the matrix from 
which these fine particles of dust came 
would be found. The river which had to be 
crossed to reach Edmonton gave a great ad- 
vantage in the building of a city over Win- 
nipeg in the matter of good water, and 
healthy situation. It gave facilities for the 
cheap transport of coal and timber to the 
great agricultural region along both its 
banks for a distance of 500 miles. To the 
west and north was great quantities of 
timber that the treeless plains to the south 


and east would at some time require. To |, 


the north was a vost extent of valuable 
country with resources of petroleum, pitch, 
su'pher, salt, timber, gold and coal extend- 
ing to the Arctic sea itself. And even 
there, although that could hardly ever be 
tributary to Edmonton, at the mouth of the 
Mackeuzie was probably the last great re- 
maining whale fishery of the world. A 
year ago seventeen United States whalers 
bad wintered near the mouth of the Mae- 
kenzie, because it was profitable for them to 
be there. Five of those vessels had sold in 
San Francisco $89,000 worth of whalebone, 
as the result of their voyage. These are the 
resources of Edmonton, these are the claims 
that it has on the consideration of the gov- 
ernment. When men came here on the 
promises of the government. that the railway 
would be built, have these men no claim for 
consideration? Have they been unworthy 
of consideration? No, they were the men 
who had stood by the place and whom he

on the questions of the day. That the 
Northwest should properly become a part of 
Canada was recognized at the time of con- 
federation and it was one of the great efforts 
of the statesmen who planned confederation 
to secure the addition of the Northwest. 
They finally succeeded by the payment of a 
large sum of money and the assumption of 
the responsibility of developing this vast 
Territory. It wasa practical question just 
how that responsibility was being borne. The 
people who were here had a right to proper 
recognition by the government of the Do- 
minion in assistance towards the fuller de- 
velopment of the country. From the days 
of his earliest connection with the Red 
River settlement he had heard of Edmonton 
as the great post of the H. B. Co. on the 
Saskatchewan. He met the miners who first 
discovered gold on the Saskatchewan when~ 
they brought the results of their labors to 
Fort Garry, and many doubted the reality of 
the tind,which the extension of the industry 
from that time onward proved. But, ‘‘Out of 
sight-out of mind” was an old saying, and

SIR JOHN SCHULTZ. 


Sir John and Lady Schultz arrived 
on Monday’s train in a private car. 
They were met at the station by a 
number of Edmonton friends. They 
remained all night in their car and came 
across the river early in the afternoon, 
taking up their quarters in the Alberta 
Hotel. During the afternoon a large 
number of citizens and ladies were 
received by the distinguished visitors. 

A public reception was given in 
Robertson hall at 8 o'clock in the even- 
ing. The hall was well filled and was 
handsomely decorated. The orchestral 
society was in attendance and gave ex- 
cellent music during the evening. Sir 
John and Lady Schultz arrived at about 
half past eight and took seats upon the 
platform amid applause. J. A. Me- 
Dougall, president of the board of trade, 
was chairman. There were also on the 
platform, H. W. McKenney, of St. Al- 
bert, nephew of Sir John Schultz, Jas. 
Gibbons, president of the Old Timers 
association; G. J. Kinnaird, president 
of the St. Andrew's society ; Messrs. 
Oliver, Tims and Maloney, M. L. A.’s; 
Rev, Canon Newton, M. McCauley, 
1). Ross, Isaac Cowie, secretary of the 
board of trade ; A. McNicol, secretary 
of the Old Timers association and 
others. 

The chairman said that Edmonton 
had recently been honored with visits 
by many men of great name and hold- 
ing very high positions, but by none 


does concern 


when the C. P. R. which was expected to be 
built through Edmonton was actually built 


200 miles to the south, Edmonton and its 


resources and the claims of its pioneers were 
‘0 @ great extent forgotten by the govern- 
ment and the public, and it was not until 
after a lapse of nearly ten years that Ed- 
monton was brought in touch with the com- 
mercial world by the construction of the 
branch railway. He did not think that the 
wisest policy had been pursued in economiz- 
ing a8 to public expenditures in the develop- 
ment of the Northwest. He was a con- 
servative, but a Sir John Macdonald conser- 
vative (applause) who believed first of all in 
the development and improvement of the 
the country. He believed that when 
Caneda undertook the responsibility of de- 
veloping the Northwest, even with the 
limited resources of that day, the work 
should goon now, when our national re- 
sources were so much greater. The govern- 
ment was under contract in a manner with 
the pioneers, whojhad been induced to come 
here in the early days inthe belief that a rail- 
road would be built, to compensate them for 
having failed to carry out their railway 
bargain, by asssisting development in 
other ways, such as the opening up ot the 
north country, to the miner, and trader and 
farmer. He felt that in the treatment of 
its western territories Canada could have 
og, taken lessons from the United 
States. He was personally familiar with 
the course of settlement in the state of 
Minnesota. He had seen Minnesota thirty- 
five years when it had scarcely any 
settlement. “Phere wasa military t at 
Fort Snelling and the country around it was 
# wilderness. He was intimately acquaint- 
ed with J.W. Taylor,for a long time United 
States consul at Winnipeg, and several 
other men prominent in United States 

litics, and through them he was somewhat 
amiliar with the course of dealings of the 
federal government with the Territory. 
The name Territory indicated a con- 
dition of dependence upon the central 
authority for the betterment of the 
position of the Territory. In the case of 
of Minnesota as a Territory, they seemed to 
be treated on the principle that there was 
no legitimate expenditure in the way of 
bridges, roads or development of any kind 
that could be shown to be of rea! public use 
that the government at Washington did not 
freely grant; on the principle that every 
doliar that was put in came back to the 
treasury twenty fold. As a result of that 
policy the rapidity of the settlement of the 
State of Minnesota was marvelous. It was 
in this respect that our government had 
somewhat failed to appreciate the situation 
as it was understoodat the acquisition of 
the Territories;wherein they were somewhat 
behind the United States. A caviller 
might say: ‘“‘Itis easy enough to spend 
money to try to build upa country that is 
not worth building up; where you will 
never get any return in development or in- 
crease of population.” But were these the 
conditions around Edmonton! He believed 
from what he saw and what he knew that 
the conditions were such as would warrant 
the government in giving all necessary as- 
aaenee to make Edmonton what he be- 
lieved in God's grace and with the restora- 
tion of his health, he would yet live to see it 
one of the great cities of Canada. (applause)

quisition of knowledge was crossing the 
river here (and it was regrettable that he
